CEASS ROOM BRIEFING 


1. Give introductions of guest instructors and brief overview of schedule. 

2. Give safety brief, 19 specific and 4 general. 

3. Give classroom house keeping brief, restroom location, exits, water location and 
miscellaneous information. 

4. Give range house keeping brief, trashcan locations, restroom locations, brass can 
location, and bad ammo, can location, and brief no live ammo, in brass or trash 
cans 

5. Give brief on cleaning room location and NO LIVE AMMO. IN CLEANING 
ROOM AND USE CLEARING BARRELS!!! 

6. Give safety brief on Live Fire Shoot House: eye and ear protection- location where 
students to stay at all times- only frangible ammo, aloud in shoot house area. Brief 
students about catwalk in shoot house, NO HIGH READY HOLD, OR PISTOL 
AIMED ABOVE EYE LEVEL, INSTRUCTORS WILL BE ON CAT WALK. All 
persons inside the shoot house must ware body armor. Brief on meaning of, 
SOUND OF WHISTLE, “STOP”, “FREEZE”, or “ CEASE FIRE “. Do not shoot 
from hallway into room. Do not shoot within 1 yard of another person, WHEN IN 
DOUBT DO NOT SHOOT!! If you miss the bullet trap, it’s a safety violation, 
you will sign the wall of SHAME and then finish the housework with a dry pistol 
or leave the range. 

Remind Officers that everyone and anyone can be a threat to you. 

ALWAYS BE WARE AND CAUTIOUS, but treat everyone just like you would want 
your mother to be treated by another Officer, 

Until it’s time to not be nice. 

ALWAYS STAY IN CONTROL, BE PROFESSIONAL, BE NICE BUT FIRM. 

(UNTIL ITS TIME NOT TO BE NICE, THEN BE DELIBERATE) 

7. Read mental prep. Statement by Col. William O. “BUCK” O’Neil.
